Growing 
vegetables, 
making a 
difference

VOLUNTEERS It looks 
and smells like an 
ordinary garden on 
campus, but this gar¬ 
den is extraordinaiy 
to women in Rwanda 
who are trying to 
piece their lives back to¬ 
gether. 

A collaboration between 
the School of Public 
Health and the University 
of Alberta has made a larg¬ 
er-than-life impact in 
Rwanda. 

The garden 
has already 
raised 
$2,000 for 
Rwanda. 

“Every 
penny of 
what we 
make here Sarah Bowen 
goes to 

Rwanda,” said Sarah 
Bowen, professor with the 
School of Public Health, 
and garden initiator. 

The garden grows 
vegetables sold to locals 
for a non-profit 
government organization 
in Rwanda that supports 
women who have survived 
domestic violence and are 
living with HIV/AIDS. 

The difference that $50 
makes over there is 
tremendous, garden 
volunteer Deanne 
Langlois-Klassen said — 
that could get secure hous¬ 
ing and water for a month. 
The garden can be viewed 
on Saturdays from 1-3 
p.m., and Tuesdays from 7 
9 p.m at Green & Gold 
Community Garden. All 
seeds and plants are 
donated. To purchase food

“They can achieve as 
much speed and efficiency 
as traditional catalysts in 
biodiesel production with¬ 
out environment pollution 
and resource waste,” Xin- 
sheng Zheng, one of the 
scientists involved in the 
research, told Reuters.

While consumers save 
cash on buying and selling 
direct online, traditional 
local merchants are feeling 
the penny pinch at the 
tills. 

Fifteen-year record sales 
vet David Gawdunylc says 


straying from the Top 40 
market has been the 
Megatunes’ saving grace, 
as more mature buyers are 
often opting for traditional 
CDs. 

“Though it would be im¬ 
possible to say the Internet 
hasn’t affected our busi¬ 
ness,” he said. “ ... I hear 
younger people in the 
store say they’ll just down¬ 
load songs.” 

Both agree online com¬ 
merce is booming in Ed¬ 
monton, and retailers will 
have to adapt. 

“People are finding it’s 
not such a mystery to sell 
on their own anymore,” 
Holowach said.

da Border Service Agency 
wish to advise that 
unlicensed, itinerant con¬ 
tractors are working in the 
province. In recent weeks, 
they have been seeking to 
disrupt the operations of 
these contractors who 
have taken advantage of 
homeowners. 

The CBSA has deported 
several foreign nationals 
for working in Canada 
without authorization. A 
typical sales pitch is that 
they are working in the 
neighbourhood, may have 
leftover product and can 
offer a reduced rate on a 
particular job. The work 
may be of poor quality and 
the consumer ends up pay¬ 
ing considerably more to 
fix the shoddy outcome.

Productions promise zombie mayhem, death, abuse of farm implements

You’ve gazed vacantly at 
art during the Works; en¬ 
dured the monotonous 
drone and punishing heat 
of the Indy; eaten cotton 
candy like tendon at the 
Ex; and shambled up and 
down the hill at Folk Fest. 
Now, Edmonton festival 
zombie, I give you the 
28th annual Fringe 
Theatre Festival. 

Or a guide to it, anyway. 
Knowing your distaste for 
“live” theatre, I’ve com¬ 
piled a brief list of plays 
that should appeal to your 
“undead sensibilities” — 
oh, the irony 

First up is a new work to 
the Fringe, courtesy of Ac¬ 
cidental Theatre Co. For 
the Love of a Zombie is de¬ 
scribed as a “comedy-hor¬ 
ror about love, death and 
the abuse of farm imple¬ 
ments.” The trailer on the 
play’s Facebook group has 


a Trailer Park Boys vibe and 
director Brent Falzien has a 
multimedia component in¬ 
tegrated into the proceed¬ 
ings, which sounds techno¬ 
logically counterintuitive 
for a play about mindless 
flesh eaters but interesting 
all the same (Stage 1). 

For a strange twist on a 


classic tale, Infamous Arts’ 
Captain Hook vs. the Zom¬ 
bies could be worth a look. 
Maybe that self-righteous 
little upstart Peter Pan will 
finally get what’s coming 
to him: A chomp on the 
neck (Stage 8). 

If you’re wondering why 
entertainment sensations 


like zombies and musicals 
haven’t come together har¬ 
moniously like a Reese’s 
Peanut Butter Cup before, 
look no further than Ca¬ 
daver (Stage 10). 

If you can’t wait for de¬ 
tails about your own un¬ 
timely end, which will oc¬ 
cur on Dec. 21, 2012, ac- 


5 cording to the ancient 
3 Mayans and crazies on the 
1 Interweb, you could check 
1 out Doom 2012: When Will 
3 You Flee? The trailer on the 
play’s website, 

doom2012.ca, evokes a 
’50s-style PSA that covers 
the variety of ways man 
might meet his maker — a 
veritable encyclopedia 
apocolyptica. It all sounds 
quite horrific, and funny 
(Stage 5). 

Finally, it would proba¬ 
bly be a good idea to check 
out The Art of Being a Bas¬ 
tard (Stage 2). Best toughen 
up now. When the Apoca¬ 
lypse does hit, despite what 
you may have heard or 
read, nice guys are bound 
to finish last.

Algae prompts Lake Isle warning 


danger Residents of Lac 
Ste. Anne and Parkland are 
being advised to stay away 
from the waters of Lake 
Isle. 

Alberta Health Services 
has issued a release in¬ 
forming residents that 
blue-green algae is present 
in the waters and they 
should avoid all contact, 
which includes no drink¬ 
ing, no eating fish from 


the lake, no swimming or 
wading, and no contact 
with the water. 

Blue-green algae pro¬ 
duces a toxin that can 
cause serious illness to ani¬ 
mals or humans who drink 
or have skin contact with 
the water. 

In some instances, dogs 
and cattle have died as a 
result of the algae. 

No human deaths from 


the algae have been 
recorded. 

Symptoms of blue-green 
algae poisoning include 
fever, headache, dizziness, 
stomach cramps, vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhea, skin and eye 
irritation, sore throat, and 
swollen lips. 

Symptoms don’t usually 
last for more than two or 
three days.

Harper blasts protectionism 


PM says 'Buy American' policy sets a bad example

Canada and the United 
States must make 
progress in dealing with 
the “Buy American” com¬ 
ponent of the $787-billion 
U.S. economic stimulus 
package, because letting 
it stand would send the 
message that protection¬ 
ism is acceptable, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
said Thursday. 

Harper, pressured by 
Canadian companies that 
say the measure is 
unfair and shuts them out 


of lucrative U.S. markets, 
raised the matter with 
U.S. President Barack 
Obama at a meeting in 
Mexico this week. 

Obama was less exer¬ 
cised about the matter and 
said the policy had not en¬ 


dangered the huge overall 
Canada-U.S. trade relation¬ 
ship. 

“It’s very important that 
Canada and the United 
States ... at a time when 
we’re trying to fight pro¬ 
tectionism globally, I 


think it essential that we 
move forward on this and 
send a positive message to 
the world,” Harper told a 
televised news conference 
in Kitchener, Ont. 

“Because we are seeing 
the expansion of these do¬ 
mestic preferences around 
the world ... these things, 
if they multiply around 
the world, could become 
extremely problematic in 
terms of recovery,” he 
said.

ISOTOPES Atomic Energy of 
Canada Ltd. has hit more prob¬ 
lems with an aging nuclear re¬ 
actor that produces a third of 
the world's medical isotope 


supply and it now says it will 
not be up and running again 
until early 2010. The 
announcement — made after 
markets closed Wednesday — 


prompted an angry reaction 
from the Canadian 
government, which critics say 
has hopelessly bungled the af¬ 
fair. The Chalk River reactor in 


eastern Ontario was taken out 
of service in May after it was 
discovered to be leaking a 
small amount of heavy water.

Millions of salmon vanish 


environment Millions of 
sockeye salmon have dis¬ 
appeared mysteriously 
from a river on Canada’s 
Pacific Coast that was once 
known as the world’s most 
fertile spawning ground 
for sockeye. 

Up to 10.6 million 
bright-red sockeye salmon 
were expected to return to 
spawn this summer on the 


Fraser River, which emp¬ 
ties into the Pacific ocean 
near Vancouver. The latest 
estimates say fewer than 
one million have returned. 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment has closed the river 
to commercial and recre¬ 
ational sockeye fishing for 
the third straight year, hit¬ 
ting the livelihood of near¬ 
by Native reserves, reuters

Writing what he knows? 


Close to Zero is the tale of 
a Russian publisher oper¬ 
ating in a murky political 
system featuring paid-off 
media, corrupt officials, 
dubious politicians and 
law enforcement agencies 
on the take. 

The short novel was pub¬ 
lished last month and 
passed unnoticed until 
Thursday, when a newspa¬ 
per reported its author was 
none other than the Krem¬ 
lin’s chief political strategist 
Vladislav Surkov, writing 
under a pseudonym. 

Surkov, a shadowy figure 
who rarely speaks in public, 
wields immense influence. 

His role as deputy head of 


the Kremlin administration 
for the past 10 years under 
both Vladimir Putin and 
Dmitry Medvedev puts him 
at the centre of political 
power. The events por¬ 
trayed are everyday fare in 
Russia, where local media 
sometimes take money in 
return for favourable cover¬ 
age and those in power be¬ 
lieve they can bribe or bully 
their way to victory in al¬ 
most any situation. 

A source at the Russky Pi- 
oner magazine, which pub¬ 
lished the novella con¬ 
firmed the story was 
Surkov’s work. 

“Yes, it was him,” the 
source said on condition of 


anonymity. The Kremlin de¬ 
nied Surkov had authored 
the novel. 

“He definitely didn’t 
write it,” said a spokesman. 

But reports pointed out 
the pseudonym used — 
Natan Dubovitsky — is al¬ 
most identical to the name 
of Surkov’s second wife, Na¬ 
talya Dubovitslcaya. 

The author of Russia’s 
doctrine of sovereign 
democracy which touts a 
strong, organized state at 
the centre of the political 
machine guarding against 
chaos and foreign med¬ 
dling, Surkov often rails 
against Western “lies” in 
portraying Russia, reuters

Love’s complicated course 

What happens when a girlfriend becomes a boyfriend? 



W hen Chasti¬ 
ty Bono, 
now Chaz, 
announced 
several 

weeks ago, he’d be transi¬ 
tioning to male from fe¬ 
male, I immediately won¬ 
dered how his girlfriend 
would take it. That’s be¬ 
cause Chaz’s sex change 
means his girlfriend, who 
previously had a girl¬ 
friend, now has a 
boyfriend. Come to think 
of it, Chaz’s sex change 
will now make him a het¬ 
erosexual male. The phys¬ 
ical changes are just the 
beginning when a person 


changes gender. It’s what 
follows that can get com¬ 
plicated. 

Changing sexes may be 
the beginning of a new 
life for one-half of a cou¬ 
ple, but for the other half, 
it means switching sexual 
preferences if the rela¬ 
tionship is going to con¬ 
tinue. While some people 
are bi-sexual, most prefer 
one sex over the other, 
which is why changing 
your sexual preference to 
save a relationship is pret¬ 
ty difficult. In fact, many 
people can’t. 

When “Rachel” transi¬ 
tioned to female from 
male several years ago, 
she lost the woman she’d 
loved for the past 33 
years. Says Rachel, “My 
wife was my best friend 
for such a long time, but 
she wasn’t a lesbian and 
couldn’t change her sexu¬ 
ality.” 

“Kimberley” would pre¬ 


fer to transition to fe¬ 
male from male, but has¬ 
n’t because she doesn’t 
want to end her 34-year 
marriage. She feels great 
anxiety staying in a male 
body, but knows she’d 
lose her wife. Kimberley 
explains, “My wife can’t 
see past a person’s sexual 
identity.” 

If heterosexuals feel 
odd having their sexual 
preferences challenged, 
gay people have the same 
difficulty. Kimberley’s 
support group often en¬ 
counters the issue. “Many 
trans-men identify as les¬ 
bians before realizing 
they’re male but their 
partners don’t want a het¬ 
erosexual relationship.” 

Ironically, both Rachel 
and Kimberley prefer 
women, which they al¬ 
ways have, but by chang¬ 
ing sexes, they’re now les¬ 
bians, although their ac¬ 
tual sexual preferences 


haven’t changed. Says 
Rachel, “I’ve always liked 
women.” 

Rachel says she’s seen 
some couples survive a 
transition. “I know two 
couples who have stayed 
together — one isn’t inti¬ 
mate and I’m not sure 
about the other.” In cer¬ 
tain cases people are gen¬ 
der blind. One lesbian 
tells me she’d love her 
partner as a man or a 
woman, but when I ask 
her why she doesn’t date 
men, she can’t answer. 

As Lysander in Shake¬ 
speare’s Midsummer 
Night’s Dream lamented, 
“The course of true love 
never did run smooth.” 

Little did he know how 
complicated the course of 
true love was about to be¬ 
come.

Jackson estate may grow by $200M

over) and Oscar Nunez 
(The Proposal). But for B.J. 
Novak, who also serves as 
a writer and producer on 
the hit series, getting time 
off to make Inglourious 
Basterds was a little bit 
trickier. 

“It’s especially hard for 
me because the writers 
don’t really have any hia¬ 
tus at all,” Novak explains. 
“It’s hard enough for the 
actors. But the writers 
only get a couple 
weeks a year off. 

Unless you can 
really cash in 
all your chips 
and favours, 
like I did with 
this movie.” 

But for Novak, 
calling in those 
favours was complete¬ 
ly worth it, as the opportu¬ 
nity to take part in a 
Quentin Tarantino film 
was just too good to pass 
up. 

“He’s always been one of 


the five people I would in¬ 
vite to that fabled dinner,” 
Novak says. And while on 
location in Europe, the di¬ 
rector did not disap¬ 
point. “We would 
be out until four 
or five in the 
morning in 
Berlin, eating, 
drinking, talk¬ 
ing about 
movies — or in 
my case listen¬ 
ing about movies. 
But at some point, I 
was like, ‘Dude I have to 
get to sleep,’ you know?” 

Getting to watch one of 
his role models in action 
was an invaluable experi¬ 
ence. 


“It was a bit of a re¬ 
minder of what made me 
want to be a writer in the 
first place, which was 
watching Pulp Fiction at 
14,” Novak says. 

As one of the titular 
Basterds, Novak had to 
suit up as part of a covert 
team of Jewish American 
soldiers led by Brad Pitt 
setting out to kill Nazis, 
which meant taking on 
the type of weapons train¬ 
ing not necessarily of¬ 
fered to the staff of Dun- 
der-Mifflin. 

“I’d certainly never fired 
a machine gun before, and 
I’d certainly never scalped 
a Nazi before,” Novak ex¬ 
plains.

• Quentin Tarantino isn't 
afraid of long movies. After

review The Time Traveler’s 
Wife makes absolutely no 
sense.

And yes, there is such a 
thing as a suspension of 
disbelief, but if you truly 
try to figure out this film 
— in which Clare (Rachel 
McAdams) marries Hemy 
(Eric Bana), a time-traveller 
who has managed to stalk 
her since she was a little 
girl — your head will likely 
explode and seep into your 
popcorn. 

But no matter. The Time 
Traveler’s Wife is not a 
movie for your brain; it is a 
movie for your ovaries. 
And if you let your mind 
take a nap and let your 
hormones steer the ship 
for a bit, you’ll decide that 


gosh, is it ever good. 

This is all thanks to Bana 
and McAdams, who, just as 
Henry can transcend the 
laws of physics, can tran¬ 
scend a weak script and 
huge, cavernous plot holes 
by sheer acting force. Addi¬ 
tionally, Wife is aided by 
the fact that it’s more styl¬ 
ized and nuanced than 
most romantic flicks of 
this ilk.

The legacy of John Hughes

Breeders 
are back 




S ince the death of di¬ 
rector/writer John 
Hughes last week, 
there have been 
many tributes on 
how his half-dozen Brat 
Pack movies of the ’80s so 
realistically articulated the 
thoughts and fears of high 
school kids. No mindless 
slasher plots or Porky’s 
clones here. Instead, Hugh¬ 
es’ films offered some gen¬ 
tle life lessons in ways that 
weren’t condescending or 
preachy. 

And let’s not forget how 
these movies — Sixteen 
Candles, The Breakfast 
Club, Weird Science, Pretty 
in Pink and Some Kind of 
Wonderful — all produced 
soundtracks that provided a 
serious musical education 


to the kids who would soon 
grow up to be grunge-y Gen- 
Xers. A soundtrack to a 
Hughes movie opened 
doors for both listeners and 
performers alike. 

The list of then-new U.K. 
bands from these sound¬ 
tracks reads like a “who’s 
who” of the ’80s: The 
Smiths, OMD, the Psyche¬ 
delic Furs, Spandau Ballet, 
New Order, Echo and the 
Bunnymen, the Specials, 
Billy Idol, Flesh for Lulu, the 
English Beat, Big Audio Dy¬ 
namite, General Public. For 
many North Americans, 


their first exposure to these 
groups came courtesy of a 
John Hughes movie. 

Where the right existing 
song couldn’t be found, it 
was commissioned. Keith 
Forsey — Donna Summer’s 
old drummer and the Oscar- 
winning co-writer of Flash- 
dance ... What a Feeling — 
was asked to provide a title 
song for The Breakfast Club. 
He offered the performance 
to both Biyan Feriy and Bil¬ 
ly Idol, both of whom 
turned it down. When he 
gave it to his distant third 
choice, Simple Minds 


turned “Don’t You (Forget 
About Me)” into a world¬ 
wide No. 1 hit and the 
biggest song of their career. 

Hughes also had a soft 
spot for L.A. band Oingo 
Boingo, using them in al¬ 
most all his Brat Pack films. 
Now leader Danny Elfman 
is one of Hollywood’s most 
prolific scorers of films and 
TV programs, not to men¬ 
tion the author of the 
theme for The Simpsons. 

If you ever find yourself 
wondering what the mid- 
’80s sounded like, rent a 
John Hughes movie. Or bet¬ 
ter yet, see if you can find 
the soundtrack CDs. The on¬ 
ly exception is Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off, which 
never saw a companion 
soundtrack because Hughes 
thought that the mix of mu¬ 
sic used in the film was too 
weird. Too bad, too, because 
it was the best-ever use of 
the Beatles’ version of Twist 
and Shout.

1 top round beef roast 
(about 3 lb/1.5 kg), 
trimmed of fat 
5 cloves garlic, minced 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
1 tsp (5 ml) dried basil 
1 tsp (5 ml) dried thyme 
1 tsp (5 ml) mustard 
powder 
1 tsp (5 ml) salt 
1 tsp (5 ml) black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 350 F 
(180 C). Rinse meat and 
pat dry. Place on rack in 
large roasting pan. 

2. In small bowl, combine 


garlic, oil, basil, thyme, 
mustard, salt and pepper. 
Rub mixture over meat. 

3. Roast until thermome¬ 
ter inserted in centre 
reaches 145 F (60 C) for 
medium-rare or 160 F (71 
C) for medium, 55 to 65 
minutes. Transfer to 
cutting board and let 
stand for 10 minutes 
before slicing.
